REAR ENGINE SPORTS CAR 


Dear Sirs: 

Enclosed is a complete modification of 
the original drawing submitted last August 
to ROAD and TRACK. Since that time my 
conception of a sports car has changed. The 
new design retains the aft engine feature, 
but with an eye toward utility, the fenders 
have undergone modifying. 

Actually, it isn’t a true sports car in the 
sense an M.G. is. It incorporates too many 
body design complications that put it in 
in the expensive passenger automobile class. 
It was fun to draw, tho. 

The air is supplied to the raditor located 
in the rear by three intakes, one in the 
front, the others on either side at the leading 
edges of the rear fenders. Air exit is thru 
a vent in the back bumper. The headlites are 


retractable. The convertible top is housed 


in a compartment behind the seat. The type 
of engine would be optional, but the choice 
would probably be a V-8 “60” because of its 
dependability and the availability of items 
for “hotting-up,” as described in an article 
by John Bond in the February 1949 issue 
of ROAD and TRACK.

A scene in 
which a driver burns to death while the 
pit crews stand about will go a long way 
toward thinning attendance at 1950 mid- 
get races. Even the guiding spirit behind 
racing was completely missed.

AN AMERICAN 


Like children, American small cars 
begin life as little fellews—economical, 
easy to handle, and offering great prom- 
ise. Also similar, is the manner in which 
they increase in size each year, becoming 
more expensive, less of a joy to manage, 
and closer to being a sterotyped product. 


The Nash “400” and the Studebaker 
“Champion” were introduced as small 
cars, economical by reason of low weight.

If racing had produced the facial con- 
tortion portrayed on the screen, most 
drivers would have deserted the game.

Bill Holland has filed a $250,000 dam- 
age suit against the producers, asserting 
the film is based directly on the actual 
1949 Memorial Day race. In the suit Hol- 
land says, ‘an actor impersonates himself .

in the last lap by the hero of the play 
only because of the breakdown of the 
hero’s car.” Handsome Bill might have 
said much more of the crude manner in 
which he was portrayed and the black 
eye given racing.

Star- 
ring Clark Gable, such men as Wilbur 
Shaw and “Babe” Stapp have been ap- 
pointed technical advisors.

Larger than the “n.x.i.,” but 
smaller than standard, this new car is to 
be powered by a Willys F-head engine. 
As the Kaiser was originally proposed as 
a small inexpensive automobile, it would 
seem that this company has completed a 
cycle.

Britain’s National Race Car 


B. R. M. 


BRITISH RACING MOTORS

In England on December 15, the new 
B.R.M. racing car was shown to pressmen 
who came to the factory at Bourne from 
all over the country. 


They saw Raymond Mays drive a car 
which had been produced by the British 
Motor Racing Research Trust, composed of 
160 patriotic and sporting British firms. 


To date, something like $420,000 has been 
invested in this exciting project which has 
the backing of the British Government. It 
is hoped that a team of B.R.M. cars will 
be ready for the 1950 racing season. 


The snecification of the B.R.M. reveals the 
latest and most advanced features. The 
engine is a 135° V-16, each cylinder measur- 
ing 1.95 in. x 1.9 in., giving a swept volume 
of 1,487.7 cc or 90.75 cu. in, The total piston 
area is large, 47.78 sq. in. This almost square 
engine is designed to run up to 12,000 RPM 
and is said to develop over 400 HP. 


The crankshaft runs in ten main bearings. 
There are two valves per cylinder, operated 
by centrally driven twin overhead camshafts 
mounted above each bank of eight cylinders. 
The cylinder blo are of light alloy, like 
the cylinder hea and have wet cylinder 
liners. This compact engine is supercharged 
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with a two-stage centrifugal blower drawing 
from two S.U. carburetters. Ignition is by 
coil (from a battery carried in the car’s 
tail) and four distributors, one driven from 
each camshaft and supplying four cylinders 
each. Lubrication is on the dry-sump system 
and the cooling system is pressurized. 


This engine is set at an angle in the very 
low tubular chassis frame and drives a 
multi-plate clutch via reduction gearing. The 
drive then passes to the rear axle in which 
is incorporated a 5-speed and reverse gearbox 
controlled by an open-gate le on th 
driver’s right. There is a limited slip dif- 
ferential and the rear axle is of de Dion 
type with pneumatic-strut suspension. 


Front suspension is by Porsche trailing 
links similar to that of the E-type E.R.A. 


but using pneumatic struts instead of torsion 
bars. Ball steering pivots are used in place 
of conventional king pins. 


he brakes are Girling Hydraulic in vast 
drums, each having three leading shoes. The 
oil tank lies alongside the engine on the 
off-side. There are two fuel tanks, one in the 
tail and one as a saddle over the driver’s le 


The entire car is extremely low and of 
very clean apearance with aircraft-like entry 
to its low, wide radiator. There are no 
openings in its bonnet or body sides. It 
weighs just over 1,900 pounds ready for 
racing and is expected to reach a maximum 
speed of 200 mph. The idea is that of 
Ravmond Mays, while Peter Berthon | is 
responsible for the general design and 
complete development program.

HOW LOW CAN THEY GET? 
No. 4 Bill Jenks 


This month’s Design Forum evolved from 
one of those inevitable “bull sessions” which 
occur when automobile enthusiasts gather. 


The group set the wheelbase at 100” which 
is the practical minimum for a sports car 
powered by the ubiquitous Ford-Mercury V-8 
engine. After some discussion a ground 
clearance of 5” was chosen. By making cer- 
tain modifications to the Ford engine inyoly- 
ing the use of either a low type dual mani- 
fold, or a Kurtis single manifold with two 
Zenith side draft carburetors mounted on an 


adapter, and by using a side mounted gen- 
erator, the top of the hood and cowl could 
be lowered to just 29” from the ground line. 


Designer Jenks took over from this point 
with both an open and closed version. The 
open model carries a two-position windshield 
to be operated by a crank mechanism. In its 
lowest position the windshield performs the 
function of aero screens, and the height from 
the ground is only 34”, 


The closed model measures 48” from the 
ground to its highest point. It should be a 
faster car in this form than the open model 

. despite slightly more frontal area, because of 
better streamlining. 


RUM 


Since good sports car weight distribution 
demands an engine location approximately 
18” farther back than current Detroit de- 
signs, a seat position very close to the rear 
wheels becomes necessary. A very low seat 
cushion is possible thru the use of Dun- 
lophillo (pneumatic) seat cushions in place 
of springs—some 3” being saved thereby. 


The general styling is intended to be 
strictly functional in true sports car tradition 
—no frills, unnecessary sheet metal (weight) 
or ornamentation. The cycle type fenders are 
a case in point, and the general accessibility 
for owner maintenance of the mechanism 
should meet with approval from all sports 
car enthusiasts. 
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1950 Sports Cars

For several years after the end of the 
Hitler War, the choice of sports cars avail- 
able to the American enthusiast was very 
limited indeed. In fact, one could almost 
say there was no choice, since the M.G. 
was the one and only make available in any 
quantity and at a price approaching the 
American conception of value. 

Today, it is a very different story and a 
prospective sports car purchaser has a choice 
of two American and approximately 18 
British makes within a price range of $1,000 
to $5,000. It is true that there are a few 
sports cars offered at prices over $5,000, but 
it appears that even the most affluent of 
sports car enthusiasts balk at any figure 
greater than asked for a Cadillac. Therefore, 
any sales potential in the U. S. for high 
priced sports cars is in the realm of imagina- 
tion. 

Dealing first with American sports cars: 
the Crosley Hot-Shot and the Kurtis: The 
Crosley, at around $950, is the lowest priced 
sports car available, and with proper al- 


lowance for its price and minute engine size, 


is a very creditable attempt. On the debit 
side, this little car suffers on several points. 
These can be briefly summarized as: 1. Too 
small a car to ever enjoy much popularity 
here. 2. Performance well below the average 
American stock car. 3. Completely unsatis- 
factory 3-speed gearbox. 4. An unstable rear 
suspension. 


The [Kurtis represents one school of 
thought on sports car design, being styled 
along the current American trend of the 
inverted bathtub splashed with an abun- 
dance of chrome. Except for the combined 
body and frame, which is completely of 
Kurtis design and manufacture, the principle 
components of the car are stock Ford. Its 
performance qualities remain to be proven, 
though in fairness it should be mentioned 
that a factory-tuned competition model clock- 
ed 126 mph on gasoline and 142.515 on 
alcohol at the Bonneville National Speed 
Trials, August 22, 1949. About 10 of these 
cars have been built to date. The sales price 
has not yet been determined. 

Coming now to the imported British crea- 
tions, we inevitably begin with the M.G. 
This car is so well known and has established 
such an enviable reputation that no comment 
need be made. New price at the devalued 
pound sterling rate is $1750. 

A newcomer of outstanding 
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interest is

the competition “Model J” Allard. Here is 
a full fledged, out and out sports car fea- 
turing, like the American Kurtis, consider- 
able use of standard Ford parts, but being 
poles apart from the American with its 
simple, very functional body work obviously 
designed solely for the owner who knows 
that a sports car is essentially a “‘combina- 
tion” car (for both ordinary driving and 
competitions) and intends to enter it in 
real competition. With the enormous growth 
of the sports car movement in the past 
three years and the consequent increase in 
competition activity all over the country, the 
Allard should prove extremely popular. 
Available with a British version of a “bored 
and stroked” Mercury engine at about $3800, 
the car appears even more interesting when 
shipped sans engine, to take advantage of hot 
rod engines capable of well over 50% more 
BHP than the 120 BHP engine obtainable 


from England. 


No sports car has ever created a greater 
stir in this country than the Jaguar XK-120. 
It is literally a “dream specification” with 
items like the following: 6 cylinder double 
overhead cams, 160 BHP at 5400 RPM, 
4-speed gearbox, torsion bar I.F.S., modern 
styling, excellent weather protection, and a

This is probably the oldest British firm of 
motor car builders; dating from 1898. Original- 
ly licensed to construct engines under patents 
held by Gottleib Daimler, the firm was, from its 
inception, entirely British and_had no _connec- 
tion with the German firm of Daimler-Benz. 


The early products of this firm soon achieved 
a reputation for reliability. The Royal Warrant 
as motor car suppliers to the King of England 
was secured and Daimler is still the official car. 


In 1907, Daimler adopted the ‘‘Knight’’ sleeve 
valve design and produced a line of cars noted 
for smoothness and silence of operation. This 
firm developed the fluid clutch and coupled this 
with the Wilson pre-selective epicyclic gearbox 
to lead the American trend toward automatic 
transmissions by at least 10 years. In the early 
30s, Daimler produced a sleeve valve V-12. 

Altho now building an excellent 2%% litre car, 
the firm is noted for its Straight 8 which is 
the largest car in production anywhere. About 
1936, the sleeve valve was abandoned.

The British Ford plant at Dagenham, 12 miles 
from London, is the most self-contained motor 
car factory in Europe. Being similar in con- 
ception to the Detroit firm, the raw material is 
processed into finished cars by the one organ- 
ization thru its own steel and coke plants. Pro- 
duction is planned along lines similar to Detroit. 
The firm also supplies other Ford plants and 
sub-assembly depots all over Europe. 


From 1911, when Ford first established a min- 
iature factory in Great Britain at Tafford Park, 
Manchester, expansion took place on that site. 
In 1929, the decision to build the present 
Thames-side plant at Dagenham was made. 


Altho the V-8 is built in small numbers at 
Dagenham, the main activity is concentrated 
upon the production of the small 4-cylinder An- 
glia and Prefect cars, along with a complete 
range of commercial vehicles and farm tractors. 


Dagenham Fords have always borne a resem- 
blence to older American Fords. The V-8 ‘60’ 
was originally a British development but has 
now been abandoned by all but French Ford. 


The 71 cu. in. Prefect has been used as the 
basis of several successful trials specials such 
as the Nordec, Dellow, and Wharton. 
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This firm had its origin in the G.N. cycle 
car of 1911 and after the war continued to 
develop the original chain drive. The Frazer- 
Nash of this period acquired a remarkable rec- 
ord of wins in hill climbs and trials due to its 
cornering ability and lack of wheel spin. 

In 1934, the firm, headed by the Aldington 
brothers, established connections with the Ger- 
man B.M.W. company and marketed their ex- 
cellent sports cars, with certain British modifi- 
cations, under the name of Frazer-Nash-B.M.W. 

Rights were acquired to build the famous Type 
328 in England but the war held up this project 
until 1945-6 when the design was taken over by 
the Bristol Aeroplane Co. and extensively mod- 
ernized. The current Frazer-Nash cars benefit 
in securing most of their components from the 
Bristol firm and benefit from vast resources. 

The six-cylinder, 2-litre, 3 carburetor engine 
produces remarkable BHP thru the use of in- 
clined overhead valves operated from a normal 
crankease mounted single camshaft thru the use 
of ingenious push rods and rockers. Very light 
chassis design is achieved by the use of tubular 
members and torsion bars provide the springing. 
Roadholding and steering are really remarkable. 
The lone Frazer-Nash entered at Le Mans for 
the 24 hour race last year, distinguished itself 
by finishing third against larger cars.

Here is another of those cars with initials for 
a name which seems to throw Americans for a 
loss. In this case, they stand for Halford, Rob- 
bins and Godfrey—the last two gentlemen still 
directing the operations of the firm. 


This car came into being during the 1930s as 
a strictly sports and competition vehicle and 
has earned an excellent reputation in a very 
few years. Designed along very traditional lines 
in both appearance and mechanical specifica- 
tions, it has proven that an article need only 
be good to succeed, and not necessarily differ- 
ent. The current design, however, does include 
a fully streamlined competition model designed 
for participation in such events as the Le Mans 
24 Hour Race. 

Two engine sizes are available—1100 cc and 
1500 cc; both of single overhead camshaft de- 
sign and are largely made with Singer com- 
ponents, 
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A continuation of a series of summations on 
foreign cars by that super enthusiast, Roger 
Barlow. To assist the reader, a list of British 
promotive Galen 4 with corresponding American 
erms 1s presented on page 18. All prices quoted 
are F.O.B. Great Britain. 


Here is a tribute to one man’s enthusiasm and 
enterprise, for this car is the outgrowth of Don- 
old Healey’s own efforts to provide a real sport- 
ing motor car at a reasonable price. Healey had 
a long personal record of successful competition 
in Continental Rallies and hill climbs in the 
years before the war. The result was to combine 
the excellent 2.4 litre Riley engine, gearbox, 
and rear axel with a chassis of his own design. 


The excellence of this combination was quick- 
ly established by taking stock car records at 111 
mph with the standard Healey sedan. The car 
was also driven to victory in the Touring class 
in the Mille Miglia—a contest which has never 
been graced by the presence of hot Buicks, 
Fords, Cadillacs, ete. Any car which even places 
in this event has earned its laurels the hard way. 


The special Healey front suspension is of the 
excellent trailing link type working thru ex- 
posed coil springs.

The absolutely astounding XK-120 Sports Car 
has already taken stock car records up to 132.6 
mph on fuel of only 72 octane! A clean sweep 
of the Silverstone Production Car Race followed.

Abner Doble began building steam auto- 
mobiles. while still in his early teens. His 
genius, along this trend of thinking, seems 
te have been inherited from his father who 
was a successful engineer-inventor associated 
with the development of the Doble-Pelton 
water wheel used in hydroelectric plants. 

Abner’s first venture into manufacturing 
was in Detroit. Just prior to World War I, 
he organized the General Engineering Com- 
pany to build the Doble Steam Car. In 
1920, the new Doble automobile, made in

Emeryville, California, appeared as a joint 
product of Abner and his father. Several 
of Doble’s brothers, who had also developed 
some steam vehicles on the Pacific Coast, 
joined the project. 


Your writer was employed as a_ body 
designer for the Walter M. Murphy Com- 
pany Coach Works in Pasadena from 1921 
to 1927, the period during which Doble con- 
tracted with this firm for the building of 
custom bodies on the steam chassis. 


From 1920 to 1932, about 60 or 70 were 
built, no two of which were alike in body 
or mechanism. A stabilized design for a 
given period of time might have made it 
possible to produce more cars at somewhat 
less cost. However, Mr. Doble is a_bril- 
liant engineer, self impelled to improve his 
product continually. Though working quietly 
he is today perfecting vast improvements 
on steam vehicles, just as he has for the 
nast 37 years. Here’s to his ultimate tri- 
umph!

Coachcraft, Ltd., was recently commission- 
ed to create a custom formal coupé by one 
of the world’s best dressed women, a woman 
of fastidious tastes who wanted small car 
handling characteristics in a fine automobile. 


After carefully considering al} factors in- 
volved, a Cadillac 62 chassis was selected. 
The only objection to this unit was the 
length which made parking and maneuver- 
ing difficult. By reducing the wheelbase from 
126 inches to 118 inches the driving char- 
acteristics of smaller cars was obtained. 


In accord with Coachcraft’s policy, chassis 
details, including seating position, were not 
altered and the maker’s identy was retained. 
The design objective was to provide elegance, 
exacting . individuality, and conservative 
grace. 


A very pleasing appearance was obtained 
by restoring fender styling to the realm of 
reality, awkward protuberances being elimi- 
nated. Both hood and rear deck are low, the 
right fender being visible to the driver. 


Refinement was the keynote of the formal 
coupé theme. An air of privacy was obtained 
by reduced glass area (reversal of the 
trend gives distinction). 


The customer specified elegance of a type 
associated with black cars and wished to 
combine with it an interior trim of her 
favorite color—light blue. After a diligent 
search, suitable fabric (specially woven for 
a yacht) was secured. 


Coacheraft’s quotation for a body of 
similar design is $6,500, a price which 
prompted an interesting comment by the 
firm “Coachwork is probably one of the few 
commodities or services in the world which 
is less expensive now than during the 1920s.” 


The widespread distribution and design 
standardization of American luxury automo- 
biles may well lead to the return of custom 
bodied cars for people desiring eminent 
transportation. — PHOTOGRAPHY BY HORSCHKE

One of the most amazing features of the 
Rally, (which is known in Monaco as “The 
Great Adventure”) is the magnificent per- 
formances of women competitors in this real 
man-sized job. Since 1927, a Ladies Cup has 
been awarded to the winning performance by 
a woman competitor, who must have no male 
passenger aboard the car. 


The 1949 winner of the Ladies Cup was 
the Countess Van Limburg Stirium van 
Vredenburgh. Famous aviatrix Amy Johnson, 
who was killed during the war, was among 
the women who have competed in the Rally. 


An exploit unforgettable in the history of 
the Rally was that of an English woman 
doctor, Mrs. M. Vaughan. Not only did her 
passenger fall ill and make it necessary for 
her to drive the entire journey herself, but 
she stopped her car in order to give medical 
attention to two people badly injured in a 
serious motor smash on the Lyon-Avignon 
road. Mrs. Vaughan tended them on the road- 
side in the pouring rain, then accompanied 
them to the hospital. Afterwards, she re- 
sumed the race, and still arrived in time to 
qualify—only three hours behind the first 
car. She said afterwards that during the 
three-day journey—in an open two-seater 
with a sick woman passenger—all she had to 
eat was bananas. 

The Monte Carlo Rally was first run in 
1911, but the earliest record of a motor car 
journey to Monte Carlo dates back to the 
1890’s. The expedition was the result of a 
bet—the car looked like a dog cart without 
shafts, and the engine was started (laborious- 
ly) with a string wound round the flywheel. 
Legend says the car had to be pushed up 
every hill from Paris to Monte Carlo, and

NARDI and DANESE 


750 cc Sports Car 


Almost every sports car race in -Italy in- 


cludes an event for cars in the 750 cc class. 
In the 1949 Mille Miglia, eighty-four of 
these little “motor scamps” undertook the 
Herculean task of competing in one of the 
world’s longest and most grueling races. 
The great popularity and keen competition 
of the 750 cc class has brought about a 
cornucopia of cleverly designed and beauti- 
fully constructed sports cars. Most employ 
independent suspension, very low tubular 
chassis, and functional aluminum bodies. 


One of the best to emerge from this 
“renaissance” is the Nardi and Danese 750 
ce competition sports. From a firm which 
specializes in high performance Alfa Romeo 
powered sports cars, this little gem can 
match design and specifications with the best 
Similar in design to the larger N-D’s, a 
tubular truss frame is further stiffened by a 
pressed floor sheet. 


In Italy, the little Fiat 500 (“Mouse,” as 
it is affectionately called) holds the position 
once occupied by the Model T Ford in this 
country. As a result, many of these diminu- 
tive engines, along with other components, 
are available at very low cost. Prior to 
1949, this reliable 570 cc power plant was of 
side valve design, a disadvantage which many 
“specials” builders overcame by using the 
“Testadoro” overhead valve conversion. 

Like the ever popular Ford V-8 in this 
country, the Fiat is modified by engine 
specialists to a point of phenomenal horse- 
power outputs (one hp per cu. in., unblown), 
undoubtedly a factor in the inclusion of 
overhead valves in the design of the 1949 
engine. This new unit, bored and stroked 
to 750 cc, is being used in most of the 
Class H sports cars. 

To cope with these potent power plants, 
Nardi and Danese have turned to the 
competition proven, German-made B.M.W. 
motorcycle engine. This unit is light, de- 
pendable, and has a very high power output. 
Not the least of its advantages is a low C. G. 


These little two-seater sports cars play 
a dual role by offering the enthusiast with 
limited capital a chance to enjoy competitive 
motor sports and an economical means of 
transportation in the same low-cost vehicle. 


The chassis, above, is equipped with a 580 cc 
side valve engine for test runs only. A 750 cc 
B.M.W. ohy unit will be installed later. Truss 
design of tubular frame gives the rigidity so 
necessary for good handling with independent 
suspension. 


Drawings of the Class H Nardi-Danese, at 
center, illustrate typical Italian design. Note 
quarter-elliptic springs and parallel Panhard 
bars at rear. Good suspension, low C.G., 
aft placement of passengers, and light engine 
allow successful forward location of power 
plant. 


Close-up of construction, left, reveals cross- 
stiffening which also supports floor. Aircraft- 
type fuel pump mounted at right rear reduces 
length of suction line.

The Maserati factory in Modena, which has 
been closed for 7 months has started to work 
again after satisfactory arrangements between 
the parties had been made. 

The Argentine driver, Oscar Galvez, along 
with Farina and Ascari have tried to obtain 
permission to drive the three 1% litre Alfa 
Romeo cars in a private team, as the factory 
decided not to participate in racing during 
the season. However, Director Gallo of Alfa 
did not grant their request.

Before reading many chapters of California 
Bill’s latest manual it becomes obvious that 
the author is a dyed-in-the-wool Chevy owner. 
His success in modifying his own 1941 Club 
Coupe is fully described and illustrated. The 
low cost of methods used to improve the ac- 
celeration and top speed of the Chevrolet will 
appeal to “Stove Bolt” owners. 

California Bill divulges many “tricks of 
the trade” in this new manual; how much 
you can safely overbore, what pistons to use, 
what model head is perferable, various com- 
binations of valve springs, along with useful 
information on porting, head filling, multiple 
carburetion, and cam selection. 

On the whole, this manual is well written 
and well presented with many fine photo- 
graphs. Cartoons and sketches by Medley are 
the frosting on this neat cake.

By George Monkhouse Price $3.50 

This book, originally published in 1937, 
has been enlarged and now includes the full 
reports on Mercedes 1938 and 1939 seasons 
as well as 1937. Many authorities have hailed 
this book as the finest ever published on 
motor racing. The author, George Monk- 
house, lived and traveled with the Mercedes 
team during the 1937 season and gives a 
complete and authentic report on all’ races 
as well as much heretofore unpublished in- 
formation on behind-the-scenes activities in 
the vast Mercedes organization.

By John Lloyd Price $1.35 

The story of E. R. A. (English Racing 
Automobiles, Ltd.), as compiled by John 
Lloyd, is a complete chronological com- 
petition record from the early “teething 
troubles” in 1934 thru the postwar successes 
of the marque in England. 

The book falls far short of expectations 
built up by the title. Detailed accounts of 
each race run, for the years 1934 thru 1939, 
are not especially interesting and could have 


just as well been compiled in tabular form. 
On the other hand, the data and specifica- 
tions pertaining to each car built (some 20 
in number) might well have been expanded 
into a detailed description showing the pro- 
gress and development of the E. R. A. design. 
It is unfortunate that the large volume of 
design detail, drawings, and _ illustrations 
printed in periodicals at various times was 
not included.

By Frank Wooten Price $1.25 

Written in a concise, understandable man- 
ner by an author-artist of technical renown, 
How to Draw Cars is a book for all the 
ranges of those who would put their automo- 
tive ideas on paper—from the doodler to the 
design stylist.

price of under $4000. Criticizing such items 
as totally inadequate bumpers, and the pos- 
sibility of inadequate cooling for summer 
traffic work is almost like carping, but true. 
The timed top speed is 132.6 mph running 
on 72 octane gasoline with special 3.27 axle, 
full length undershield, windshield removed, 


and cockpit cover in place (all supposedly 
optional). 


Like the Allard J, the new Healey Silver- 
stone represents a very worth while step 
forward, having previously been a car of 
no particular interest and now being in the 
catagory of exciting equipment. We under- 
stand that this car, like the Allard, is avail- 
able without the engine and that potent V-8 
Ford or Cadillac conversions can readily be 
installed. 


A few Lea-Francis sports cars have been 
imported. The new, larger, 2.4 litre engine of 
110 BHP makes the marque more interesting 
than formerly, but the odd styling, neither 
classic nor streamlined, appeals to few— 
especially since the price is close to $3000. 


The very fine little Morgan 4.4 is probably 
the lowest priced imported sports car, but its 
performance with 40 BHP is well below that 
of the 54 BHP M.G. and the price is nearly 
as much, The 4-seater model does offer extra 
passenger space at a price several hundred 
dollars below anything else available. 


Alvis offer a rather ungainly 2-seater at the 
same price as the sleek Jaguar, but with 
less than half the power. The Riley roadster 
‘is almost in the same catagory as the Alvis, 
but its 100 BHP high-cam engine and un- 
surpassed suspension makes it a little more 
interesting. Both suffer in being 4 cylinder. 


The Aston-Martin and the Frazer-Nash 
are two really super sports cars—at a price. 
The former is a 90 BHP four of very simple 
and durable pushrod OHV type, excellent 
suspension and a square-tube frame that 
appears to be inadequate torsionally. Price 
is about $5000. The Fraser-Nash is rightly 
regarded by many as the ultimate in sports 
cars available today. Admittedly, a much 
improved version of the German BMW type 
328, its 2 litre six-cylinder engine is avail- 
able in various tuning stages, the maximum 
figure being 120 BHP at 5500 RPM with 
9.0 to 1 compression ratio. The frame, of 
4” diameter straight tubes, is one of the 
best ever put between four wheels, and the 


complete chassis weighs exactly 1176 pounds. 
Prices vary considerably with body style, but 
are in the $5000 to $8000 range, and as far 
as is known, none of the new models have 
been imported to this country. This is 
probably due to the offhand appearance of 
poor value (the car only performs when full 
use is made of the gearbox) and the high 
price. While the zero to 60 time should be 
under 9.0 seconds and the top speed of the 
Mille Miglia model approximately 120, the 
small, high speed engine would be thorough- 
ly unsatisfactory to any but the most en- 
thusiastic “wobble-stick” wielder.

the whole mechanism, by dint of falling to 
pieces, had to be rebuilt on the way. 

Monte Carlo, which sponsored the first 
Concours d’Elegance Automobile in 1898, 
launched the Rally to encourage long-dis- 
tance travel by car. 

Many of the developments and improve- 
ments of the modern motor car were direct- 
ly due to the influence of the Rally. Anti- 
skid devices, defrosters, fog lamps, car heat- 
ers, and better springing are just some of 
the devices developed by motor car makers 
to improve their car’s chances in the race. 


In one Rally, a French firm designed a 
special seat which held the driver so firmly 
in place he did not have to. worry about 
taking the strain of turning corners during 
the regularity speed test, but could con- 
centrate solely on driving. He improved so 
much his performance by this simple idea 
that he won the Rally for that year. 

Feats accomplished by the Rally pioneers 
in the pre-World War I days centered world 
wide interest on the Rally and stimulated 
interest in motor cars as a means of long 
distance travel. 

Among these feats were: 

Paris-Monte Carlo at an average speed of 
6.2 miles per hour, accomplished by Henry 
Rougier, winner of the first Rally. 

In 1912, Julius Beutler raced from Berlin 
to Monte-Carlo, clocking 18 miles per hour. 
The same year Andre Nagel drove from St. 
Petersburgh to Monte Carlo in an open 
tourer, covering the 2000 miles in eight 
days. 

The most important motor event of its kind 
in the world, the Rally is also one of the 
major highlights of Monte Carlo’s Winter 
season.
